Report Delivered by Comrade Choi Yong Kun, President of the Pre- 
sidium of the Supreme People’s Assembly of the D.P.R.K., on His 
Visit to the United Arab Republic, Algeria, Mali, Guinea and Cambodia 


On January 15, 1965, Comrade Choi Yong Kun, President of the Presidium of the Supreme 
People’s Assembly of the D.P.R.K., made a report on his recent visit to the United Arab Repub- 
lic, Algeria, Mali, Guinea and Cambodia, at a joint meeting of the S.P.A. Presidium, the Cabinet 
of the D.P.R.K. and the Central Committee of the United Democratic Fatherland Front. 


Following is the full text of his report: 


Comrades! 

Our party paid friendship visits to five 
countries—the United Arab Republic, Al- 
geria, Mali, Guinea and Cambodia—in a 
little more than a month, from November 19 
to December 22 last year. 

During our stay in these countries, brief 
as it was, we saw and learned many won- 
derful things and received unforgettable, 
deep impressions. 

During our trip, we met respected lead- 
ers of Africa and Asia and renewed friend- 
ship with them, and we had get-togethers 
with the peoples and conveyed to them 
the warm fraternal greetings of our peo- 
ple. 

We looked around with interest a host 
of factories and enterprises, rural villages, 
cultural institutions, scenic spots and his- 


torical remains. We saw with a feeling of 
joy the precious achievements made by the 
liberated peoples in the creation of a new 
life and the features of their vigorous 
struggle. 


In Cairo, the historic, beautiful capital 
of the U.A.R., we marvelled at the unex- 
celled talent of the ancestors of the U.A.R. 
people, seeing the pyramids and sphinx. 
great monuments of ancient culture of 
mankind, and were deeply impressed in 
Ismailia by the grandeur of the Suez Ca- 
nal built and regained by the people of 
that country. We heartily rejoiced over the 
happy future of the U.A.R. people when 
we saw the gigantic dam rising high ac- 
ross the Nile in Aswan. 

In Algiers, the Algerian capital which is 
being constructed more beautifully and 
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grandly day by day, we could clearly see 
the vivid picture of prospering liberated 
Algeria and witnessed in Asnam the free 
and happy: feature of the working people 
of that country who are building a new life 
with vim and vigor in neatly arranged 
factories and farms. 


All the places were shining with immor- 
tal exploits made by the people of that 
country in the heroic war of resistance for 
routing the French imperialists and were 
associated with so many moving stories on 
the meritorious deeds of fine sons and 
daughters of Algeria who fought like 


phoenix for independence and a prosperous 


future of the country. We were deeply 
moved when we saw that a great many 
children who lost their parents in the sa- 
cred struggle against the imperialist ag- 
gressors were growing up strong and 
healthy under the warm care of the Al- 
gerian National Liberation Front Party and 
Government. 


In Bamako, the capital of Mali, and in 
Segou and Markala, we were happy to 
see the Malian working people managing 
admirably the factories and enterprises 
and fertile land which they regained from 
the colonialists and registering enormous 
successes in production. And we were deep- 
ly impressed by the vigorous and passion- 
ate national art efflorescing among the Ma- 
lian people. Driving from Bamako to Segou 
through the vast expanse of the fertile 
soil along the Niger River, we were struck 
by inexhaustible potentialities and excel- 
lent prospects of development that the peo- 
ple of that country have. 


In Conakry, the capital of Guinea, and 
Kindia, we fully acquainted ourselves with 
the great achievements made by the Guine- 
an people in the construction of a new 
country after liberation. And the vigorous 
struggle of the people moved us—the 
struggle to liquidate the backwardness and 
poverty left over by the protracted colonial 
rule and to lay energetically the foundation 
of a prosperous, independent country step 
by step. 


We were glad to see the inexhaustible 
natural resources that have come into the 
possession of the Guinean people forever and 
the beautiful land of that country where 
cereals and fruits of every sort are to be 
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found all the year round. 

In Phnom Penh, the Cambodian capital 
as beautiful as a park, in Siem Reap, a city 
with a long history, and in Kompong Cham, 
a major industrial city, we clearly wit- 
nessed the enormous achievements made by 
the Cambodian people in all spheres of 
politics, economy and culture. And we 
were greatly moved by the unbending 
spirit and patriotic zeal of the people of 
Cambodia who are firmly defending their 
motherland, courageously repulsing the ag- 
gressive machinations of the U.S. imperial- 
ists. Visiting Bayon and Angkor Wat, great 
monuments erected by the ancestors of the 


Cambodian people more than one thousand 


years ago, we marvelled at the grand scale 
and superb artistic workmanship and paid 
our respect to the Cambodian people who 
have a brilliant cultural tradition. 

Everywhere we went, our African and 
Asian friends warmly received and ferv- 
ently welcomed us as an envoy of the he- 
roic Korean people. Our trip was a pleas- 
ant one from beginning to end, it was full 
of moving scenes. Our visits scored a great 
success. 


Our visits to the U.A.R., Algeria, Mali, 
Guinea and Cambodia explicitly demon- 
strated the unshakable friendship and soli- 
darity between the peoples of these coun- 
tries and our people and made a great 
contribution to the development of the re- 
lations of friendship and co-operation be- 
tween the newborn independent countries 
of Asia and Africa and our country. 


Through our recent trip, we keenly felt 
the deep fraternal friendship that the Af- 
rican and Asian peoples cherish for our 
people. At airports, along the routes, in 
factories and _ villages, and in all other 
places we visited, crowds surrounded us 
and gave us rousing cheers; beating drums 
and singing songs, they expressed _ their 
warm friendship for us. We felt deeply a 
warm friendship linking their hearts with 
ours in the moving get-togethers and in 
warm hand-shakes and embraces. 

When we were in Ismailia to see the 
Suez Canal, the working people rushed to 
us, turning the square and streets into a 


sea of people in no time, and their resound- 
ing shouts of hurrah and cheers reverberat- 
ed through the Suez, the canal of friend- 
ship flowing between the Asian and Afri- 
can continents. Here we saw clearly the 
uubending stamina of the U.A.R. peopie 
who repulsed the aggressors and won back 
the Suez and their resolute fighting spirit 
to defend the great friendship of Asia and 
Africa. 

The heroic Algerian people received us as 
their real brothers and eloquently manifes- 
ted the deep friendship. formed between 
our two peoples on the road of revolution. 

Large crowds of elated and enthusiastic 
people warmly welcomed us along the 


routes and extended us cordial hospitality: 


wherever we went. We visited the School 
for Children of Revolutionary Martyrs in 
the city of Asnam, where we, as we would 
meet sons and daughters of our old com- 
rades-in-arms, affectionately embraced the 
lovely flower buds born of the revolution. 
The time we spent with them was a most 
touching one. We wished a hope-filled fu- 
ture to the young reserves of the Algerian 
revolution in whose veins flows the blood 
of the martyrs. 


On the nation-wide Tree-planting Day 
which the people of Algeria mark to turn 
their mountains denuded during the fierce 
war against the aggressors green again, we 
joined hundreds of thousands of our Al- 
gerian friends in tree planting, in the 
strong wind and rain, with the surging 
feeling of planting the good wishes of the 
Korean people for the prosperity of that 
country. 


In Mali, cities declared the day of our 
visit a holiday, and all people, men and 
women, young and old, turned out in their 
holiday best to welcome us, dancing and 
singing. In the city of Markala our party 
joined the welcoming crowds in dancing 
and singing. It was a blossom of our beauti- 
ful friendship, demonstrating the eternal 
friendship between the peoples of our two 
countries. 

The rousing welcome of the Bamako ci- 
tizens along the route, the grand welcome 
mass rallies in Segou and Markala and the 
art pertormance or the Young Pioneers in 
the capital of Mali left unforgettable, deep 
impressions upon Us. 

In Conakry, the capital of Guinea, nearly 


100,000 people enthusiastically -welcomed 
us at the airport and along the route. We re- 
ceived ardent welcome and hospitality of 
inhabitants of all towns and villages on 
our way to Kindia. 

When we visited Kindia, the fruit pro- 
duction centre of Guinea, all the inhabitants 
of the city turned out to welcome us warm- 
ly despite the sultry day. Then a grand 
mass rally was held at Independence Squ- 
are to welcome us. We were deeply moved 
by the coiourful parade of artists, workers, 
peasants, and students, symbolising the 
creative labour of the Guinean people, and 
by the grand review of the Guinean peo- 
ple’s army units, which all showed the joy, 
enthusiasm, and fighting will of the libera- 
ted people. 

The warm welcome that the Cambodian 
people accorded us grandiosely decorated 
the last leg of our trip. Like on a big holi- 
day Phnom Penh was bedecked beautifully 
and colourfully, and whenever we were 
cut in the streets big crowds thronged, day 
and night, to wave to us and cheer us. 

The resounding cheers of the gallant 
Cambodian youths taking part in the grand 
pirogue race on the Mekong River and the 
song of friendship sung by 60,000 people 
in welcome of us at the Phnom Penh 
Stadium are still ringing clearly in our 
ears. 

Such fervent welcome of the African 
and Asian friends to us is an expression of 
deep friendship and solidarity of the peo- 
ples of these countries with the Korean 
people. Never will we forget the numerous 
moving scenes that we experienced in our 
recent journey. 


During the recent trip we held in an ami- 
cable atmosphere candid talks on many 
questions of mutual concern with President 
Nasser of the United Arab Republic, Pre- 
sident Ben Bella of Algeria, President 
Modibo Keita of Mali, President Sekou 
Toure of Guinea, Head of State Sihanouk 
of Cambodia and many other leaders of the 
countries we visited, and reached a com- 
plete identity of views on all questions dis- 
cussed. 

In these talks craftiness and viciousness 
of the imperialists and colonialists were 
severely condemned, and it was unanim- 
ously stressed that the mutual co-operation

We are firmly convinced 
that the coming visits of leaders of these 
African and Asian countries to our country 
will strengthen the friendship between our 
country and these countries and will great- 
ly conduce to the solidarity of the Asian- 
African peoples and to the cause of world 
peace.

Our people greatly prize the friendship 
and solidarity with the peoples of the Uni- 
ted Arab Republic, Algeria, Mali, Guinea 
and Cambodia. Like our people, the peoples 
of these countries underwent imperialist 
oppression and maltreatment in the past 
and have won freedom and independence 
after arduous struggles. They harbour a 
bitter grudge against imperialism and co- 
lonialism and have vital interests in inde- 
pendent development of their countries. and 


prosperity of their nations. Our recent trip 
convinced us all the more keenly that they 
are our brothers who have a bitter past as 
we do, and are comrades-in-arms fighting 
against the common enemy. Our people 
will in the future strengthen still more the 
friendship and solidarity with the peoples 
of these countries and always forge ahead 
in unity with them in the struggle against 
imperialism and colonialism. 

I once again wish to express my warm 
gratitude to the government leaders and 
peoples of the United Arab Republic, Al- 
geria, Mali, Guinea, and Cambodia for cor- 
dial hospitality and warm welcome they 
accorded us when we were in their coun- 
tries and for the active support they ex- 
pressed for the just cause of our people. 

We made stopovers in the Soviet Union, 
Yemen, Pakistan, Burma, and China in our 
journey, and the governments and peoples 
of these countries received us kindly and 
helped us in every way. For this I extend 
heartfelt thanks to the governments and 
peopies of these countries. 
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We saw with deep impression that the 
peoples of all those countries we visited 
this time were registering enormous suc- 
cesses in the upbuilding of a powerful and 
prosperous independent state, holding a- 
loft the banner of anti-imperialism and 
anti-colonialism. 

The imperialists have resorted to every 
conceivable plot and subversion against 
these countries and tried their hardest to 
put the noose of neo-colonialism around the 
necks of the peoples of these countries by 
taking advantage of the temporary difficul- 
ties the newborn independent states under- 
went at the early stage of national construc- 
tion. However, the resourceful and cour- 
ageous peoples of these countries, united as 
one, have smashed the machinations of the 
enemies at every step and are confidently 
advancing along the road of self-depend- 
ence and_ self-sustenance, overcoming all 
difficulties. 

All those countries we visited are carry- 
ing out extensive democratic social reforms 
of anti-imperialist, anti-feudal character and 


are successfully fighting to lay an independ-. 


ent economic foundation of the country and 
develop a national culture, rejecting the 
enslavement policy of the imperialists. 
‘The U.A.R. people, under the leadership 
of President Nasser, are successfully carry- 
ing out social. reforms against monopoly 
capitalists and big landlords and have made 
great progress in laying the foundation of 
an independent national economy. In the 
U.A.R., all large-scale industrial enter- 
prises and the whole of foreign trade as 
well as no. small number of medium- and 
small-scale industrial enterprises and part 
of home trade have been nationalized. The 
development of light industry has reached 
a high level, and recently big success has 
been scored in the construction of heavy 


industry, too. 


The construction of the Aswan dam on 
which the U.A.R. Government and people 
are concentrating tremendous efforts today 
will be completed in the near future. The 
completion of this project alone will make 
it possible for the U.A.R. people to obtain 
annually more than 10 billion kwh of elec- 
tricity as well as enough water to irrigate 
700,000 hectares of fields. This will marked- 
ly increase the economic might of the U.A.R. 

The Algerian people, under the leader- 
ship of President Ben Bella, have already 
achieved an unshakable political unity, suc- 
cessfully carried out a series of democratic 
social reforms and are registering big suc- 
cesses in building an independent national 
economy and a national culture. In Alge- 
ria, the most fertile land accounting for 45 
per cent of the total arable acreage has 
been nationalised, with the result that 70 
per cent of agricultural production is now 
in the hands of the state and major indus- 
trial enterprises in the country are also 
expected to be nationalised basically by the 
end of this year. The Government of the 
Algerian Republic earmarked 25 per cent 
of the state budget for educational work 
and is developing a revolutionary. scientific 
and democratic education and culture in a 
big way. 


Today the Algerian people with the glori- 
ous tradition of national liberation strug- 
gle, closely rallying around the Algerian 
National Liberation Front Party and gov- 
ernment headed by President Ben Bella, 
are vigilantly defending the revolutionary 
gains from the encroachment of the ene- 
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mies at home and abroad and vigorously 
marching forward toward socialism, push- 
ing ahead the cause of revolution, under 
the fighting slogan “A rifle in one hand and 
a hammer in the other.” 


The Malian people, under the leadership 
of President Modibo Keita, have enforced 
a series of important social reforms for the 
liquidation of consequences of colonial rule 
and are making signal successes in devel- 
oping the national economy and culture 
and training national cadres along the road 
of socialism indicated by the Sudanese 
Union Party-R.D.A. 


Before liberation Mali was not self-suf- 
ficient in grain. But the strenuous struggle 
of the Malian people for economic inde- 
pendence has enabled this country today 
not only to meet the home demands for 
grain, meat, vegetables, fruits, etc., but also 
export a great quantity of farm produce. 


The Government of the Republic of Mali 
is laying the foundation for an independent 
national industry step by step with the 
construction of various kinds of industrial 
enterprises financed by the state. In Mali 
brisk preparations are under way for agri- 
cultural co-operation, consumers’ co-opera- 
tives are being widely organized and the 
government control of traders is becoming 
tighter. 

The Guinean people, under the leadership 
of President Sekou Toure, are wiping out 
the feudal left-overs and_ successfully 
establishing a democratic system and order 
in all spheres of social life. And they are 
waging a successful struggle for economic 
independence and the development of na- 
tional culture, pushing aside every machi- 
nation of the imperialists to stifle Guinea. 


In Guinea, the land and all other natural 
resources, the overwhelming majority of 
industrial enterprises, financial organs, and 
educational institutions are in the hands of 
the state and a strict state control is en- 
forced against profiteering by traders. 
Vigorous and wholesome national arts are 
developing and large numbers of national 
cadres are being trained. A determined 
struggle is being waged in the Guinean 
Democratic Party and government organs 
for establishing a revolutionary discipline, 
and the political unity of the country is 
growing stronger. 
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Under the leadership of Head of State 
Sihanouk, the Cambodian people have made 
great achievements in all fields of politics, 
economy, and culture, rejecting the sub- 
jugation policy of imperialism and holding 
fast to the line of self-dependence. 

The outpat of such main agricultural 

produce as grain, rubber, cotton, and the 
like, has considerably grown and thousands 
of new medium and small industrial enter- 
prises have been built in Cambodia in a 
short period of a little over ten years since 
her liberation. 
_ During this period, the number of stu- 
dents has nearly doubled and competent 
national cadres are growing up in many 
universities newly set up. Today, in Cam- 
bodia, the patriotic enthusiasm of the peo- 
ple is surging higher in all domains through 
the struggle against imperialism, and a big 
upsurge is being effected in production 
through the extensive movement for in- 
creased production and economization. 

The peoples of all the countries we visit- 
ed were filled with a revolutionary zeal 
and confidence in victory and were vigor- 
ously advancing toward a bright future. 

We saw for ourselves in these countries 
we visited that the working people were 
running factories, enterprises and farms 
far more ably and economically than the 
colonialists did in the past and were mak- 
ing greater achievements in production 
with smaller labour forces. 

Firmly keeping to the road of self- 
dependence and self-sustenance, rejecting all 
and every subjugation policy of imperialism 
with one’s firm determination to shape 
one’s destiny with one’s own strength—this 
is the basic guarantee for all the successes 
of newborn independent countries in Asia 
and Africa today. 


Now the Asian and African peoples have 
not only become masters of their countries 
but also convincingly proved that they can 
build their countries more splendidly with 
their own strength. 

Needless to say, various difficulties lie 
in the way of the peoples of newborn in- 
dependent countries in Africa and Asia. 

But these difficulties are only small and 
temporary compared with the big obstacles 
they have overcome after their liberation. 
And these difficulties will be overcome for 
sure. 


The United Arab Republic, Algeria, Mali, 
Guinea, and Cambodia have revolutionary 
peoples tempered through the protracted 
struggle against imperialism and colonial- 
ism, and inexhaustible natural resources. 
And they have built up sound basis. 

We are firmly convinced that the indus- 
trious and talented peoples of these coun- 
tries will achieve great victory in build- 
ing rich and powerful independent states 
courageously overcoming all obstacles in 
their way and keeping up their vigorous 
advance. 

The governments and peoples of all the 
countries we visited are consistently pursu- 
ing an anti-imperialist, peace-loving foreign 
policy. They are resolutely opposing the im- 
perialists, old and new colonialists, and ra- 
cists and are fighting actively for solidarity 
of the Asian, African, and Latin American 
peoples. 

Everywhere we went, we heard the 
voices of the indignant people denouncing 
the armed intervention of the U.S. imperi- 
alists and the Belgian colonialists against 
the valiant Congolese (L) people and noted 
their firm determination to fight to the last 
for driving the imperialists and colonialists 
out of Africa and Asia completely. 

The U.A.R. people are waging a staunch 
struggle to repulse the aggression of impe- 
rialism and its satellite Israel, restore the 
legitimate rights of the Palestinian people, 
to curb the aggression of imperialism in the 
South Arabian peninsula. And they are 
endeavouring for the union of the Arab 
people and peace and security in Africa. 


The Algerian people who have recorded 
a golden page in the history of national 
liberation struggle with their eight year 
long heroic armed struggle, are today con- 
tinuously marching forward on the African 
continent, holding aloft the revolutionary 
banner of anti-imperialism, and are resolu- 
tely fighting for the complete liberation of 
Africa and for the solidarity of the Asian, 
African and Latin American peoples. 


The Malian people are resolutely fighting 
for the unity of the African people and 
final liquidation of colonialism and racism 
in Africa and are actively striving for con- 
solidating friendship and solidarity among 
the Asian, African, and Latin American peo- 
ples and for defending world peace. 

With their dauntless struggle against 


imperialism and colonialism the Guinean 
people are exerting a great revolutionary 
influence upon the African people and 
making a positive contribution to the soli- 
darity among the Asian and African peo- 
ples and to the cause of world peace. 


The Government and people of Cambo- 
dia, holding high the banner of anti-imperi- 
alism in Southeast Asia and undaunted by 
any blackmail and threat of the enemies, 
have been waging a consistent, resolute 
struggle for peace and neutrality, for the 
country’s sovereignty and territorial inte- 
grity. They have rejected the U.S. “aid’’ 
and dealt a decisive counter-blow to the 
bestial aggressive machinations of the U.S. 
imperialists and their stooges. 


Our people actively support the anti-im- 
perialist, peace-loving foreign policy of the 
United Arab Republic, Algeria, Mali, Gui- 
nea, and Cambodia and express firm soli- 
darity with the peoples of these countries 
in their righteous struggle. 
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The common enemy of the Asian and 
African peoples is imperialism headed by 
the United States. Today the imperialists 
are machinating all the more viciously and 
cunningly in an attempt to bolster their 
tottering colonial system and to save them- 
selves from doom. They are manoeuvring 
to suppress barbarously the national libe- 
ration struggle which is surging forcefully 
in Asia, Africa and Latin America and to 
shackle once again the people of newborn 
independent countries to the colonial yoke. 


Perching themselves in South Korea and 
other parts of Asia and engrossed in ag- 
gression and war machinations, the U.S. 
imperialists are frantically scheming of 
late to expand the criminal aggressive war 
on the South Vietnamese people and are 
gravely menacing peace in Laos and the 
sovereignty of Cambodia. The U.S.-led im- 
perialists are carrying on armed interven- 
tion in the Congo (L). And with their colo- 
nial war in many places of Africa, they are 


‘mercilessly massacring people who have 


risen up for freedom and independence. 
The desperate machinations of the im- 
perialists against the Asian and African 
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peoples do not signify their mightiness. 
They are only the frenzy of those heading 
for ruin. 


Still looking down on the Asian and Afri- 
can peoples as backward and posing as 
strong themselves, the imperialists are ar- 
rogant as ever. But this is a grave miscal- 
culation on their part. 


It is not the Asian and African peoples 
who are backward—the people who have 
come out in a just cause with a lofty ideal. 
But it is the imperialists who are trying 
shamelessly to prop up the outdated rule. 

Today really strong are not the imperial- 
ists who have outlived their days and are 
headed for a fall. Truly strong are the 
Asian, African, and Latin American peoples 
who are advancing along the ‘trend of his- 
tory, firmly united under the great banner 
of liberation. 


The fate of imperialism is like the sett- 
ing sun in the western sky, and a new 
morning of prosperity and victory has 
dawned over the Asian, African and Latin 
American peoples. 


Despite the desperate machinations of 
the imperialists, the liberation struggle of 
the peoples of Asia, Africa, and Latin Ame- 
rica is on a high tide, and imperialism, 
being dealt with biows everywhere, is being 
driven to a tight corner. 


The repeated powerful blows of the va- 
lorous South Vietnamese people have 
driven the enemies—U.S. imperialism and 
its lackeys—into utter confusion, and their 
brilliant victories have a great revolution- 
ary effect on the liberation struggle of the 
world people. 


The people’s struggle against U.S. im- 
perialism is gaining in strength in Cambo- 
dia, Laos, Japan, and the rest of Asia, ad- 
ministering staggering blows to the impe- 
rialists’ machinations for aggression and 
war provocations. 


The Indonesian people are fighting va- 
lorously to smash “Malaysia,” an aggres- 
sive instrument produced by the U.S. and 
British imperialists, and to defend peace 
in Asia and the world. With her determin- 
ed withdrawal from the U.N., Indonesia 
has delivered a decisive counter-blow to 
the U.S. imperialists and their stooges who 
are abusing the U.N. to oppose Indonesia. 
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The Government of our Republic and the 
entire Korean people wholeheartedly sup- 
port the just, revolutionary step of Presi- 
dent Sukarno who decided Indonesia’s 
withdrawal from the United Nations. 


The patriotic Congolese (L) people are 
vigorously keeping up the heroic armed 
struggle and administering deserving coun- 
ter-blows to the armed interventionists. 
In Angola, Mozambique, Portuguese Gui- 
nea, and in other parts of Africa, people 
have risen up with arms in their hands and 
to deal telling blows to the aggressors.

For a long time the imperialists worked 
to hamper friendship and solidarity among 
the oppressed peopies, and divided peoples 
to facilitate their domination. Today they 
are still sowing the seed of discord among 
the peoples and are resorting to vicious 
schemes to set them against each other and 
make them fight each other. However, the 
old age of ‘‘divide and rule” has gone, never 
to return.

Our recent trip made us feel a sense of 
swelling pride in and honour of being Ko- 
reans who are building socialism under the 
leadership of the Workers’ Party of Korea 
headed by Comrade Kim Il Sung.

While further intensifying the bestial 
suppression of the people in an attempt to 
prop up the colonial rule over South Korea 
on the verge of collapse, the U.S. imperia- 
lists and their lackeys are hurrying to usher 
in the aggressive forces of Japanese imperi- 
alism and are trading off repeatedly our 
South Korean fellow countrymen to foreign 
capitalists and plantation owners, under the 
label of “export of manpower.” 

At the bidding of U.S. imperialism, lately 
traitor Pak Jung Hi and his cohorts are 
shamelessly scheming to drag South Korean 
youths en masse into the aggressive war 
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against the South Vietnamese people as 
cannon fodder for U.S. imperialism. 


Never can we tolerate such criminal 
schemes of the enemies. Our people reso- 
lutely denounce the plot of the South Ko- 
rean puppet clique to dispatch troops to 
South Vietnam; we fully support the just 
struggle of the South Vietnamese people a- 
gainst the U.S. imperialist aggressors. 


The dispatch of troops to South Vietnam 
is a grave challenge not only to the Viet- 
namese people but also to the Korean people 
and other peoples of Asia. It is a vicious in- 
trigue of the enemy to expand the aggres- 
sive war in South Vietnam. 


Our people are vigilantly watching the 
reckless scheme of U.S. imperialism and its 
stooges. If the U.S. imperialists and their 
stooges drag South Korean puppet troops 
into the aggressive war in South Vietnam, 
they will be unable to shirk the responsibi- 
lity for the ensuing grave consequences. 


The dispatch of troops to South Vietnam 
is a crying shame for the Korean people. 
The entire South Korean people will put up 
a courageous struggle against the shameful 
schemes of the puppet clique to dispatch 
troops, and frustrate the evil plots of the 
enemy without fail. 


Inevitable is the collapse of colonial rule 
in South Korea, no matter how desperately 
the U.S. imperialists and their hangers-on 
may try to stop it. The entire people of 
North and South Korea, uniting more firm- 
ly, should further intensify the national 
salvation struggle against the U.S. imperial- 
ists and their henchmen, liquidate the U.S. 
imperialist colonial rule in South Korea and 
relieve the South Korean fellow country- 
men from the present plight at the earliest 
date. 

The Korean revolution is an inseparable 
part of the world revolution. 


As Comrade Kim II Sung pointed out ear- 
lier, for the victory of the revolution in our 
country the revolutionary forces of North 
and South Korea and the world must all be 
prepared.

MEMORANDUM 
OF THE GOVERNMENT OF THE 
DEMOCRATIC PEOPLE’S REPUBLIC 
OF KOREA 


In connection with the decision of the South Korean puppet regime to dispatch troops to South 
Vietnam, the Government of the Democratic People’s Republic of Korea published on January 
22 a memorandum exposing the true colour of the Pak Jung Hi clique, stooges of U.S. imperia- 
lism, who are opposing the Asian and African peoples struggling for liberation and independence. 


Follows the full text of the memorandum: 


The Pak Jung Hi regime of South Korea 
announced on January 8, 1965, a decision to 
dispatch another force of the South Korean 
troops, over 2,000 this time, to South Viet- 
nam under the instructions of the United 
States. 

In this connection, the Government of the 
Democratic People’s Republic of Korea is- 
sued a statement on January 9, pointing out 
that the U.S. decision to drag the South Ko- 
rean troops to South Vietnam showed that 
the U.S. has set to carry through its sinister 
scheme to extend the aggressive war in 
South Vietnam to the whole area of Asia 
and to let the Asians fight Asians in its ag- 
gression in Asia. At the same time, the sta- 
tement solemnly declared that we would not 
look on with folded arms the criminal ma- 
chinations of the United States and the Pak 
Jung Hi regime to expand the war of ag- 
gression in South Vietnam. 

The decision of the Pak Jung Hi regime 
of South Korea to dispatch troops to South 
Vietnam is evoking, as it should, the voice 
of resentment and denunciation among the 
broad segments of the peoples and govern- 


ments of Asia, Africa and other parts of the 


world. 

Pak Jung Hi’s recent decision to send troops 
to South Vietnam is, indeed, not only one 
more indelible treacherous act against the 
Korean people but also an unpardonable 
provocation to the Vietnamese people and 
the entire peoples of Asia and Africa. 

The whole world knows what is going on 
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in South Vietnam today. 

For several years now, the U.S. imperi- 
alists have been waging the barbarous colo- 
nial war against the South Vietnamese peo- 
ple by mobilising tens of thousands of U.S. 
troops and hundreds of thousands of South 
Vietnamese puppet troops. 

Having sustaining repeated setbacks in 
South Vietnam, the United States has long 
plotted for the so-called internationalization 
of this aggressive war. Lately the United 
States has been conducting more frequently 
provocative bombing and naval bombard- 
ment with the intention to expand the co- 
lonial war in South Vietnam to the Demo- 
cratic Republic of Vietnam. All these are 
criminal aggressive acts violating the 1954 
Geneva agreements on Indochina and a 
grave menace to peace and the security of 
mankind. 

The South Vietnamese people are heroic- 
ally resisting U.S. aggression and _ inter- 
vention. The just struggle of the South 
Vietnamese people is part of the common 
cause of the entire people of Asia and Afri- 
ca who are fighting for liberation, inde- 
pendence, and peace. 

Today the Asian and African peoples 
standing on the common front of anti-im- 
perialism and anti-colonialism regard it 
their lofty, fraternal obligation to oppose 
the aggressive war of the United States in 
South Vietnam and extend support and 
sympathy to the fighting South Vietnamese 
people. 


However, the Pak Jung Hi regime of 
South Korea, being as faithful as ever to 
the U.S. aggressors, has gone the length of 
offering South Korean youths to them as 
cheap cannon fodder. 

This brings into a bolder relief the real 
nature of the Pak Jung Hi clique—U.S. im- 
perialists’ lackeys posed to oppose the 
Asian and African peoples who are fight- 
ing for liberation and independence. 

To start with, the South Korean regime 
is nothing but a tool of U.S. colonial rule 
framed up through the fraudulent so-called 
U.N. supervised elections at gun point. 

Therefore, the South Korean regime, a 
vassal of imperialism and_ colonialism, 
throughout its history from the days of 
Syngman Rhee to Pak Jung Hi, has con- 
sistently opposed the national liberation 
movement of the Asian and African peoples 
and harassed peace. 


This is clearly evidenced by the follow- 
ing few facts. 

When Britain, France, and Israel invaded 
Egypt in 1956, the government and people 
cf the Democratic People’s Republic of 
Korea and all other peace-loving people of 
the world extended support and encourage- 
ment to the Egyptian people. 

The South Korean puppet regime, how- 
ever, impudently blared that it would dis- 
patch volunteers to oppose the Egyptian 
people in support of the imperialist aggres- 
SOrs. 


At that time, there existed no relations 
between the Egyptian and South Korean 
authorities. Yet, the South Korean authori- 
ties acted so, precisely because they are 
faithful servitors of imperialism. 

Also at the time when the rebels staged 
a counter-revolutionary revolt in Indonesia 
in 1958 under the instigation of the imperi- 
alists, the South Korean puppet regime 
launched an extensive campaign against the 
Indonesian government and people and for 
dispatching volunteers to support the re- 
bels. The South Korean authorities branded 
as a “menace” to the security of Southeast 
Asia the position of the Indonesian govern- 
ment and people that was against imperi- 
alism and colonialism and for defending 
national independence. They even raved, 
“any country that takes a policy of non- 
interference toward Indonesia will only 
invite its own doom.” 


When the U.S.-British imperialists land- 
ed in Lebanon and Jordan in 1958 with the 
outbreak of revolution in Iraq, the South 
Korean authorities were also the first to 
come out in active support of this act of 
aggression and intervention. 

The South Korean authorities not only 
actively subscribed to each aggressive act 
of the imperialists against the national lib- 
eration movement of the Asian and Afri- 
can peoples but openly labelled as “hostile 
countries” all newborn independent states 
of Asia and Africa which proclaimed a po- 
licy of non-alignment and neutrality, after 
shaking off the colonial rule. 


The U.S. government resorted to such 
methods to bar, even by whipping together 
such puppets as Syngman Rhee, the ad- 
vance of the newborn independent coun- 
tries of Asia and Africa which embarked 
upon creating a new life. 

But all proved futile. The adventurous 
acts of the South Korean authorities only 
invited the burning indignation of the 
Asian and African peoples. 

After the Syngman Rhee regime was top- 
pled by the heroic uprising of the South 
Korean people, the United States bid its 
lackeys to alter their methods: 


In order to hoodwink public opinion, the 
United States let Pak Jung Hi, whom it 
had newly installed in the South Korean 
puppet regime, advocate “friendship” and 
“rapprochement” with the newborn inde- 
pendent countries in Asia and Africa. 

But, no matter how it is disguised, the 
true colour of imperialist stooge can never 
be changed. 

The signboard of “friendship” and “rap- 
prochement” put up by the Pak Jung Hi 
regime is, as dictated by U.S. imperialism, 
designed to provide a way for them to 
worm into the big family of the Asian and 
African peoples and undermine the strug- 
gle for liberation and the consolidation of 
independence. In actuality, they are persis- 
ting overtly and covertly in all sorts of 
subversive activities against the common 
interests of the Asian and African peoples. 

Everyone knows so well that today the 
Tshombe clique of the Congo (L) and the 
government of the Republic of South Afri- 
ca are the inveterate enemies of the entire 
African people. 

But the Pak Jung Hi regime, in disregard 
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of the unanimous will of the African peo- 
ple, has dispatched friendship missions to 
the Tshombe clique and the Republic of 
South Africa and struck up close friendly 
relations with them. 

Also when the U.S., Belgian, and British 
imperialists launched the barbarous armed 
intervention in the Stanleyville region of 
the Congo (L) in November 1964, the Pak 
Jung Hi clique unhesitatingly praised it 
as a “humanitarian step.” The Pak Jung Hi 
outfit congratulated Tshombe and slandered 
as “black barbarism” the struggle of the 
Congolese patriots for freedom and libera- 
tion. 

Such behaviors of the Pak Jung Hi out- 
fit siding with Tshombe constitute an into- 
lerable insult to the liberation struggle of 
the entire African people. 


Today, in the Arab world, Israel, a tool 
of imperialist aggression, is the truculent 
enemy of the entire Arab people. 

With this very Israel the Pak Jung Hi 
regime exchanged ambassadors and is dev- 
eloping friendly relations. In conspiracy 
with Israel it is engaged in all sorts of 
machinations against the interests of the 
entire Arab people. 

As goes an old Korean saying: “Thread 
follows needle,” the Pak Jung Hi clique 
are following in the footsteps of imperial- 
ism everywhere it is committing crimes. 

Malaysia, a neo-colonialist instrument 
manufactured by Britain with the backing 
of the United States, is now posing a grave 
menace to the security of the people of 
Indonesia and all other peoples of South- 
east Asia. 


In order to put up a common front with 
this Malaysia, the Pak Jung Hi regime dis- 
patched warships to Malaysia under the 
name of “goodwill visit.” 

The foreign minister of the Pak Jung Hi 
regime prattled during his visit to Kuala 
Lumpur last year that “if the dispute with 
Indonesia expands, the government of the 
Republic of Korea is ready to send volun- 
teers to help Malaysia.” 

The Pak Jung Hi regime so _ freely 
mouthing about sending volunteers for the 
imperialist aggressors openly declares that 
to them “it is a moral obligation.” 

Moreover, the Pak Jung Hi clique, 
through the propaganda media at their dis- 
posal, are ceaselessly throwing mud at the 
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liberation struggle of the Asian and Afri- 
can peoples, the home and foreign policies 
of these countries, strivings of these coun- 
tries for building an independent economy 
and even at their traditional customs and 
habits in life. 

For instance, when Cambodia intrepidly 
spurned the U.S. imperialists’ aggressive 
“aid,” the Pak Jung Hi clique threatening- 
ly said that Cambodia would cease to exist 
the very instant the United States really 
takes its hands off that country, saying that 
“Cambodia is a comparatively small, under- 
developed country and, therefore, it needs 
others’ aid.” 


However, after rejecting U.S. “aid,” the 
economic and financial situation of Cam- 
bodia has taken a turn for the better. 

The Pak Jung Hi clique vilified the Bur- 
mese people as a “nation incapable of self- 
government.” Pak Jung Hi and company 
are slandering that “the UAR is the source 
of Arab upheaval,’ with a view to justify- 
ing the aggressive manoeuvres of imperial- 
ism, the root cause of troubles in the Arab 
world today. 


The Pak Jung Hi outfit lauded sky-high 
the imperialist colonial rule over Nigeria, 
then about Kenya, they ranted that only 
the continued British colonial rule wouid 
bring economic development and _ political 
stability. 

The Pak Jung Hi clique slandered Isla- 
mism widespread in Asia and Africa, saying 
that it is “a creed of the beggars who are 
wont to fast with the sunrise.” 


Such instances are innumerable. 

And all this is by no means accidental. 

As for Pak Jung Hi, he was a faithful 
running dog of Japanese imperialism, who, 
as a Japanese army officer, served faithful- 
ly aggression of Japanese militarism, be- 
traying his own nation. 

No sooner had U.S. imperialism landed 
in South Korea after the surrender of Ja- 
panese imperialism than Pak Jung Hi 
changed his master and became an agent 
of U.S. imperialism. 


As an officer of a U.S. intelligence organ, 
Pak Jung Hi informed on numerous patrio- 
tic officers and men of the South Korean 
army to have them slaughtered. And he 
has been perpetrating all sorts of treacher- 
ous acts up to this date. 


The recent decision of the Pak Jung Hi 
regime to dispatch troops to South Viet- 
nam is a typical expression of this. 

They are boasting of the fact that the 
recent decision to dispatch troops was made 
at the direct order of U.S. President 
Johnson, and are shamelessly talking about 
getting more so-called “aid” from the Uni- 
ted States as a price for the troop dispatch. 
All this shows that they are trading in 
blood by selling off fellow countrymen as 
cannon fodder of the aggressors across the 
Ocean and as a shock brigade in the fight 
against the Asian and African peoples. 

Pak Jung Hi is prepared to commit any 
crime without hesitation if and when he is 
so ordered by U.S. imperialism. 


With a hope to patch up its crumbling 
colonial system in Asia, the United States 
is now ever more undisguisedly seeking to 
whip together puppets—South Korea, Tai- 
wan, South Vietnam, Thailand, Malaysia, 
the Philippines and the like—into a single 
military bloc with the revived Japanese 
militarist forces as its core. As a link in the 
chain of such intrigue, the Pak Jung Hi 
regime is feverishly pushing ahead with 
the ‘ROK-Japan talks” for close co-opera- 
tion with the Japanese militarists, their 
old master, under the instigation of the 
U.S. government. The United States is en- 
gineering to complete the formation of the 
“Northeast Asia Military Alliance’ by 
rounding off the “ROK-Japan talks’ at an 
early date. And through this the Japanese 


government is watching for a chance to 
stage a comeback to South Korea and ad- 
vance again to the Asian continent and 
Southeast Asia. 


While pushing ahead with the formation 
of an aggressive military bloc, the United 
States is also trying to get its puppets to 
hold a so-called foreign ministers conier- 
ence of Asian countries with the aim of 
undermining the unity of Asia and Africa. 
And Pak Jung Hi and his cohorts are zeal- 
ously taking the lead in this, too. 


Facts show that the Pak Jung Hi clique 
is a dagger in the hands of U.S. imperial- 
ism pointing at the Asian and African peo- 
ples. And it is getting wilder as days go by. 


In the name of the entire Korean people, 
the Government of the Democratic Peo- 
ple’s Republic of Korea vehemently con- 
demns all the crimes, mentioned above, of 
the Pak Jung Hi regime. And the Govern- 
ment of the Democratic People’s Republic 
of Korea will heighten vigilance against the 
Pak Jung Hi clique who, as the running 
dogs of U.S. imperialism, are machinating 
to undermine the national liberation move- 
ment of the Asian and African peoples. 
Moreover, it manifests its determination to 
further intensify the common struggle with 
the governments and peoples of all coun- 
tries of Asia and Africa to isolate the Pak 
Jung Hi clique more thoroughly and thwart 
the aggressive manoeuvres of the imperial- 
ists and old and new colonialists.

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STATEMENT 
OF THE GOVERNMENT OF THE 
DEMOCRATIC PEOPLE’S REPUBLIC 
OF KOREA 


On February 9, 1965, the Government of the Democratic People’s Republic of Korea issued 
a statement denouncing the piratic aggressive acts of the U.S. imperialists against the Vietnam 


Democratic Republic on February 7 and 8. 
The full text of the statement reads: 


On February 7 and 8, U.S. military 
planes, on direct order of U.S. President 
Johnson, intruded into the territorial air 
of the Vietnam Democratic Republic and 
repeatedly bombed and strafed around 
Dong Hoi town, capital of Quang Binh 
Province, and Con Co Island in the Vinh 
Linh area. As a result, many lives were lost, 
and great property damage was caused. 

The renewed, large-scale invasion of 
U.S. imperialism is an outright war provo- 
cation to the Vietnam Democratic Republic 
and a gross violation of the 1954 Geneva 
Agreements on Vietnam. Moreover, the pi- 
ratic aggressive act of U.S. imperialism a- 
gainst the Vietnam Democratic Republic is 
a wanton provocation to the countries of 
the socialist camp and the world peace- 
loving people. 

The Government of the Democratic Peo- 
ple’s Republic of Korea and the entire Ko- 
rean people voice indignation at the provo- 
cative armed invasion of the U.S. imperial- 
ists upon the Vietnam Democratic Republic 
and resolutely condemn it as an unpardon- 
able criminal aggressive act. 

Pushed into a blind alley in their aggres- 
sive war against the South Vietnamese peo- 
ple, the U.S. imperialists have long ma-

noeuvred to expand the war to the Vietnam 
Democratic Republic and the whole area 
of Indochina. 

Since they staged the “Bac Bo Gulf in- 
cident” in August 1964, the U.S. imperial- 
ists have up to date invaded the territorial 
air and waters of the Vietnam Democratic 
Republic on more than twenty occasions to 
perpetrate provocative and subversive acts, 
have stepped up the armed intervention in 
Laos and intruded into the territory of 
Cambodia. 

At the same time, the U.S. imperialists 
are plotting to what they call “interna- 
tionalize” this war by drawing South Ko- 
rean puppet troops and troops of other 
satellite countries into South Vietnam. 

The U.S. imperialists are further rein- 
forcing their armed forces of all services 
in South Vietnam after the recent brigand- 
like invasion upon the Vietnam Democratic 
Republic. 

All these frenzied aggressive acts of U.S. 
imperialism constitute a grave menace to 
peace in Southeast Asia and the world. 

The socialist countries can by no means 
look on with folded arms this reckless play 
with fire of U.S. imperialism. 

The Government of the Democratic Peo- 


ple’s Republic of Korea, as it declared in 
its repeated statements, deems it its lofty 
internationalist duty to firmly stand by the 
Vietnamese people, our brother and com- 
rade-in-arms united by the same ideas and 
common fighting goal, and actively assist 
them in their just struggle against the U.S. 
imperialist aggressors. 

The Government of the Democratic Peo- 
ple’s Republic of Korea fully supports the 


February 8 Statement issued by the Gov-- 


ernment of the Vietnam Democratic Re- 
public in connection with the acts of war 
of the U.S. imperialist aggressors. 

The entire Korean people warmly hail 
the brilliant battle success that the Viet- 
namese People’s Army and people gained 
by making another heroic counter-attack 
on the U.S. imperialist air pirates, and will 
further strengthen the militant solidarity 
with the fraternal Vietnamese people in the 
struggle against the U.S. imperialists, the 
common enemy. 

Today, with no act of war can the U.S. 
imperialists frighten the Vietnamese peo- 


ple who are standing firm in defence of 
freedom and independence, nor can they 
attain their aggressive ends. 


The U.S. imperialists’ invasion of the 
Vietnam Democratic Republic only further 
exposes their brigand-like nature and will 
hasten their doom. 


The U.S. imperialists must stop at once 
their acts of war and provocation in Viet- 
nam and in the whole of Indochina. At the 
same time, they must withdraw without 
delay from this area with all the military 
personnel and lethal weapons they have 
brought there. 


If the U.S. imperialists continue their 
reckless aggressive acts against the Viet- 
nam Democratic Republic, defying the 
strong protest and denunciation of the gov- 
ernments and peoples of the peace-loving 
countries of the world, they shall be held 
entirely responsible for the consequences 
arising therefrom.

NATIONAL ECONOMIC DEVELOPMENT 
DLAN FOR 1964 


Report of the Central Statistical 
Board of the State Planning 
Commission of the D.P.R.K. 


Upholding the resolutions of the Seventh 
Plenum of the Fourth Central Committee 
of the Workers’ Party of Korea and Com- 
rade Kim Il Sung’s “Theses on the Socialist 
Agrarian Question in Our Country” adop- 
ted at the Eighth Plenum of the Fourth 
Central Committee of the Party, the entire 
working people of our country displayed 
a revolutionary zeal and creative talent to 
bring about a new revolutionary upsurge 
on all fronts of socialist construction and 
register brilliant achievements in the ful- 
filment of the 1964 national economic plan. 

The Daian work system and Chungsanri 
method established at the personal initia- 
tive of Comrade Kim Il Sung have been 
developed in scope and profundity, and 
planning has been improved in all domains 
of the national economy. As a result, more 
reserves for the development of productive 
forces were found, and the superiority of 
the socialist planned economy was further 
displayed. 


In the domain of industry the task of 
adding flesh to heavy industry and of dev- 
eloping the second-processing industry with 
decisive priority to the growth of mining 
industry was successfully carried out, the 
material and technical foundation of light 
industry was further reinforced, and the 
production of consumer goods increased 
rapidly. 

The assistance of the working class and 
devoted labour struggle of the co-operative 
farmers further consolidated and strength- 
ened socialist rural strongholds and _ the 
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material and technical foundation in the 
rural economy. And steady progress was 
made in agricultural production. 

Under the wise leadership of our Party, 
the working people of our country scored 
great successes in the struggle for further 
strengthening the economic might of the 
country, holding high the revolutionary 
banner of self-reliance. On top of it, they 
carried out creditably the task of further 
increasing the national defence capacity in 
connection with the newly arising develop- 
ments and of recovering from the severe 
typhoon damages—the task not envisaged 
in the yearly plan. 

Achievements made in 1964 in various 
fields of the national economy are as fol- 
lows: 


1. Development of Industry 


The 1964 plan for gross value of indus- 
trial output was overfulfilled by 1 per cent: 
that of the central industry was fulfilled 
100 per cent and local industry topped by 
6 per cent. i 

The total industrial output value in 1964 
rose 17 per cent over the previous year. 

Thanks to the devoted labour struggle 
of the heroic working class, numerous fac- 
tories and enterprises overfulfilled their 
yearly production plans ahead of schedule. 
Among them are: Soopoong Hydroelectric 
Power Station, Huchungang Hydroelectric 
Power Station, Moosan Mine, Sungheung 
Mine, Anjoo Coal Mine, Kowon Coal Mine, 


Kim Chaik Iron Works, Sungjin Steel 
Works, Chullima Daian Electric Appliances 
Factory, Rakwon Machine-building Fac- 
tory, Yungan Chemical Factory, Haijoo 
Cement Factory, Rimyungsoo Timber Sta- 
tion, Pyongyang Textile Mill, Kiljoo Pulp 
Mill, Sineuijoo Rubber Factory, Chungjin 
Fishery, Sinpo Fishery. 

In the domain of electric industry, the 
Kanggye Youth Power Station with a gen- 
erating capacity of 246,000 kva was com- 
missioned; the construction of the 400,000- 
kw Pyongyang Thermal Power Plant and 
the 400,000-kva Woonbong Hydroelectric 
Power Station made headway successfully. 

Besides, eighteen medium- and small- 
capacity power stations including Keum- 
gangsan Power House No. 2, Chungdan 
Power House No. 1 and Boobang Power 
Station were newly opened. 

Last year 627,000,000 kwh more electrici- 
ty than the previous year was generated. 

In 1964, efforts were concentrated on 
mining industry, the first process of pro- 
duction, and its material and technical 
foundation was further consolidated. And 
in this field, the amount of investment in 
capital construction reached 82 million won 
or 15 million won more than the previous 
year. Moreover, the mining industry was 
supplied with more than 60 excavators, 
more than 300 air compressors, 390 win- 
ches, over 5,000 rock drills, and a large 
number of other kinds of machinery and 
equipment. 


During the past year thirteen new col- 
lieries —Sanghwa, Dongpo, Changpyung, 
and others—were newly opened; in coal 
industry, building permanent galleries grew 
to 106 per cent, basic tunneling to 128 per 
cent, and preparatory tunneling to 107 per 
cent compared with the previous year. 

In mining industry, in order to meet the 
growing demands for ore, the existing 
mines were technically further reinforced, 
and the geological surveying work was 
carried out extensively, with the result 
that a number of new mines were devel- 
oped on a big scale. 

In 1964 eighteen new mines including 
Panmoon Mine and Jungjoo Mine were 
developed; many new shops and others 
started operation. Among them are the 
20,000-ton iron sulfide separation shop of the 
Sungheung Mine, the ore-dressing plant of 


the Booyoon Mine which can _ handle 
280,000 tons of nickel ore a year, the cen- 
tral shaft sunk at the Holdong Mine, and 
the ore-dressing plant of the Manduk Mine 
which can handle 560,000 tons of copper 
ore a year. 


In mining industry, basic tunneling in- 
creased to 171 per cent and preparatory 
tunneling to 105 per cent as against the 
previous year. 

With the successful geological surveying 
for satisfying the requirements of the na- 
tional economy for coal and other minerals 
by giving precedence to mining industry, 
the prospecting drilling rose to 112 per cent 
and survey drilling for coal and ore to 117 
per cent as against the previous year. 

In the domain of metal industry the 
workers, upholding the instructions of 
Comrade Kim Il Sung given at the Hwang- 
hai Iron Works, made brilliant achieve- 
ments in the production of iron by waging 
an energetic labour struggle. And the out- 
put of pig iron and luppe increased by 
180,000 tons and that of steel by 110,000 
tons above the previous year. 

The first-stage project of the 50,000-ton 
capacity seamless pipe shop of the Kang- 
sun Steel Works was completed and com- 
missioned, then at the Hwanghai Iron 
Works a 400,000-ton capacity blooming 
shop started operation. 


In the domain of metal industry, efforts 
were concentrated on further adjusting and 
reinforcing iron- and steel-making furna- 
ces, normalizing the production, expand- 
ing the assortment and standard of steel 
products, and on raising the proportion of 
duplex-process goods. More than 50 new 
kinds of steel and more than 220 kinds of 
standard structural steel were added in 
1964. And the output of wire rope grew by 
18 per cent, seamless steel pipes by 34 
per cent, and sheet steel and wire of small 
sizes needed for the production of daily 
necessaries was turned out in larger quan- 
tities. 


As against the previous year, in 1964 the 
output per offective cubature of blast fur- 
nace grew by 7 per cent, the average steel 
output per square metre of the bottom 
space of open-hearth furnace in 24 hours 
by 7 per cent, and the rate of actual steel 
extraction in converter by 1 per cent. And 
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the output per heavy rolling machine an 
hour grew by 4 per cent and that per thin 
plate rolling machine by 33 per cent. 

In the domain of machine-building in- 
dustry, the construction of many new shops 
and plants was successfully carried on in 
order to strengthen its technical foundation. 
Among them are the processing shop at the 
Kiyang Tractor Factory, the steel casting 
shop at the Ryongsung Machine-building 
Plant, the assembling shop at the Rak- 
won Machine-building Factory, oil pres- 
sure instrument shop at the Heuichun Pre- 
cision Instruments Factory, etc. 

In 1964, in the domain of machine-build- 
ing industry, with a view to accelerating 
agricultural mechanisation set forth in the 
“Theses on the Socialist Agrarian Question 
in Our Country,” preparations were made 
briskly for raising the annual tractor pro- 
duction to the level of 12,000. It turned out 
all the machines and installations to equip 
the Sineuijoo Chemical Fibre Mill and the 
Heungnam and Aoji Synthetic Ammonium 
Plants as well as other major projects 
under construction. Besides, more precision 
machines and large-size machines needed 
for all domains of the national economy 
including mining industry and light indus- 
try were produced. 


In 1964 in chemical industry, prepara- 
tions progressed successfully for raising 
the annual production of chemical fertiliz- 
ers up to the level of 1,500,000 tons within 
a few years by enhancing production ca- 
pacities of the chemical fertilizer factories. 

In 1964, at the Hwanghai Iron Works a 
chemical shop went into operation, then at 
the Heungnam Fertilizer Factory the first- 
stage project of the new synthetic ammo- 
nium plant with an annual capacity of 
50,000 tons by gasification of anthracite 
entered the final stage. The construction 
work of the 50,000-ton synthetic ammo- 
nium shop at the Aoji Chemical Factory 
end the expansion work of the Chungsoo 
Chemical Factory and many other chemical 
factories went ahead successfully. 

In the realm of chemical industry efforts 
were concentrated on the production of 
chemical fertilizers and farm chemicals for 
agricultural chemicalization as well as on 
the output of raw materials for light in- 
dustry including chemical fibres and syn- 
thetic resins. 
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Thanks to the devoted labour struggle 
of the working people in the chemical in- 
dustrial field, 640,000 tons of chemical fer- 
tilizers and 9,000 tons of various kinds of 
farm chemicals were supplied in the 1964 
fertilizing year, and the production of che- 
mical fibre rose by 16 per cent and that of 
synthetic resin by 27 per cent compared 
with the previous year. 

In 1964, the technical equipment in the 
domain of building-materials industry was 
further reinforced, with the result that 
80,000 tons more of cement and 740,000 
square metres more of veneer were produ- 
ced compared with the previous year. And 
in timber industry, with the wide extensive 
introduction of the intensive method of ro- 
tation felling, the output of timber rose 
310,000 cubic metres over the previous 
year. 

With the powerful support of heavy in- 
dustry the light industrial workers exten- 
sively waged a struggle to produce a wide 
range of consumer goods on a large scale. 

In 1964, the first-stage project of the Si- 
neuijoo Chemical Fibre Mill with an annual 
capacity of 20,000 tons of staple fibre was 
completed, and the construction of the Ham- 
heung Woolen Textile Mill and the weaving 
shop of the Hyesan Textile Mill progressed 
successfully. 

Last year the work of planting reed on 
Silk Island was carried out successfully. As 
a result, raw material bases for chemical 
fibre were further consolidated, and eighty- 
two medium- and small-scale chemical fac- 
tories which will serve the development of 
— industry were newly built and expand- 
ed. 


In the field of textile industry, a struggle 
was extensively unfolded to produce a wide 
range of better-quality cloth materials and 
knitted goods in greater quantities, with the 
result that compared with the previous 
year, the output of high-quality fabrics 
grew by 40 per cent, that of twisted yarn 
fabrics by 21 per cent and knitted goods by 
30 per cent. 

The year 1964 witnessed the output of a 
greater volume of daily necessaries and 
goods of cultural use—metal goods, glass 
and chinaware, and wooden articles, includ- 
ing sewing machines, bicycles, electric gra- 
mophones, radios, watches and clocks—the 
things urgently needed for everyday life. 


The number of daily necessaries shops 
set up in the heavy industrial factories in- 
creased by more than 190, and their output 
rose remarkably as against the previous 
year. 

During the past year, in the domain of 
foodstuff industry the production of prin- 
cipal subsidiary foodstuffs, such as, soy, 
bean paste, oil, bean-curd, grew, and the 
quality improved. 

In the field of local industry a struggle 
was unfolded for implementing the instruc- 
tions of Comrade Kim I] Sung given at the 
‘Changsung joint meeting of local Party and 
economic workers, with the result that the 
technical equipment of local industrial fac- 
tories was further strengthened, and raw 
material bases were further expanded. 

Local industrial factories received spinn- 
ing equipment with over 56,000 spindles and 
more than 1,900 power looms and other new 
machines and equipment, and our local in- 
dustry created more than 9,000 hectares of 
raw material bases by the end of 1964 since 
the Changsung joint meeting (held in Au- 
gust, 1962.—Ed.). 

In 1964 in fishing industry 122 engine 
boats and fishing tackle of different kinds 
were supplied, and its material and technical 
foundation was further consolidated. 

With the implementation of the Party’s 
line of combining large-scale fishing with 
medium- and small-scale fishing and of wag- 
ing a positive fishing, keeping fishing boats 
on the sea all the year round, the fish haul 
grew last year by 130,000 tons as against the 
jrevious year. 


2. Development of the Rural Economy 


In the field of agriculture, immensely in- 
spired by Comrade Kim I] Sung’s “Theses 
on the Socialist Agrarian Question in Our 
Country” the whole Party and people rose 
up to materialize the technical, cultural, and 
ideological revolutions in the countryside. 

As a result, rural strongholds were fur- 
ther strengthened, and the material and 
technical foundation was further consolida- 
ted. 

In 1964, in accordance with the Party line 
of aiding the countryside, 130,000 workers, 
office employees and graduates from various 
schools moved to the countryside. 

In 1964, thanks to the aid of 15,000,000 
mandays rendered by factory and office 


workers and students all the farming work 
was carried out in good time; the rehabilita- 
tion work of damages caused by strong ty- 
phoons successfully proceeded. 

To help the countryside materially and 
technically the Party and Government ap- 
propriated 43,000,000 won more than the 
year before to build 3,000 fixed thrashing 
grounds, 3,600 various warehouses and dry- 
ing-houses. In 1964, new successes were a- 
chieved in implementing the task of the te- 
chnical revolution in the countryside. 

Headway was made in irrigation with re- 
adjustment of all irrigation facilities and 
promotion of construction of huge-scale ir- 
rigation projects and medium- and small- 
scale irrigation and river-dyke projects. 

In 1964, the construction of giant irriga- 
tion projects including those in the Amrok 
River and Singye areas was_ successfully 
pushed and more than 2,000 irrigation works 
—reservoirs, pumping stations, and others— 
were undertaken, with the result that the 
area under irrigation was expanded by more 
than 60,000 jungbo. 


Then agricultural mechanization, electri- 
fication, and the application of chemistry to 
agriculture were further accelerated. 


In 1964, six new farm-machine stations 
were established; and 2,400 tractors and 
trucks, 93,000 seeding machines and weed- 
ing machines, more than 7,000 thrashing 
machines and a great number of other farm 
machines were supplied to the rural areas. 

By the end of 1964, the number of trac- 
tors in the field of agriculture reached 
20,000 (in terms of 15 h.p.), and that of 
trucks 3,000. 

In 1964, a new success was registered in 
rural electrification. 


By the end of 1964, electricity found its 
way to 95.5 per cent of the entire number of 
farm villages and 81 per cent of that of farm 
houses. 

In 1964, the rural areas were provided 
with 650,000,000 kwh of electricity, an in- 
crease of 46 per cent over the previous year, 
and electricity was widely used in farm 
work, in threshing, water lifting, and cutt- 
ing and crushing animal feed. 

For the promotion of application of che- 
mistry to agriculture, a large volume of che- 
mical fertilizers and agricultural chemicals 
was sent to the countryside, and land ameli- 
oration was extensively carried out at the 
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state expense. 

As the result of the complete implemen- 
tation of the task of introducing extensive 
two-crop farming and inter-cropping, the 
two-crop area reached 200,000 jungbo, and 
the land utility rate increased by 8 per cent 
in 1964. 

In accordance with the Party line of ra- 
pidly increasing the grain production in 
mountainous areas, extensive scientific re- 
searches into farming for the mountainous 
areas were carried out in 1964. 

With the expansion of area under paddy- 
rice by more than 60,000 jungbo in 1964, 
the proportion of paddy fields to the total 
area sown to grain increased by 3.2 per cent 
compared with the previous year. 

Despite the long spells of rain and some 
areas hit by strong typhoons repeatedly last 
year, the 1963 grain output level was firmly 
maintained, which was another eloquent te- 
stimony to the correctness of the agricul- 
tural policy of our Party and to the sound- 
ness of the foundation of our agriculture. 

In 1964, a great success was gained in ani- 
mal husbandry. 

By the end of 1964, head of cattle, pigs, 
sheep, goats, and domestic fowls increased 
by 3, 27, 10, 21 and 20 per cent respectively 
compared with the previous year. Then the 
output volume of animal products rose: 
meat by 32 per cent, of which pork by 34 
per cent and eggs by 31 per cent. 

During the year compared with the pre- 
vious year, 5,000 jungbo of orchards and 
2,000 jungbo of mulberry fields were newly 
created, and the fruit output increased by 
7 per cent. 


3. Development of Transport and 
Communications 


In 1964 in the field of transport, the te- 
chnical equipment further improved, and its 
utility rate rose. Thus the rapidly growing 
needs of all branches of the national eco- 
nomy for transport were fully met. 

In 1964, the railway freight turnover in- 
creased by 2 per cent, the motor freight 
turnover by 7 per cent, and freight turn- 
over by ships by 19 per cent, compared with 
the previous year. 

By the heroic labour struggle of the wor- 
kers in the field of railways, a great success 
was achieved in electrification of railways. 
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In 1964, electrification of the Pyongyang- 
Sineuijoo and Sinbookchung-Hongwon lines 
was completed. As a result, the proportion 
of electrification of railways in our country 
reached 19 per cent. 

Besides, the laying of the new Chungjin- 
Rajin line entered the final stage. 

The technical equipment in the field of 
railways improved. As a result, the turn- 
round time of freight cars was reduced by 
0.1 day and night, and the average traction 
tonnage of goods trains was raised by 1 per 
cent, and the level of mechanization of load- 
ing and unloading by 8.6 per cent respec- 
tively. 

In the field of communications, the net- 
work of communications was more rational- 
ly adjusted and expanded. As a result, com- 
pared with the previous year the volume of 
communication services grew by 20 per cent, 
dnd the capacity of radio rediffusion by 57 
per cent. 


4, Capital Construction 


In 1964, state investments in capital con- 
struction in all spheres of the national eco- 
nomy totalled 680 million won, a 10 per cent 
growth over the previous year. 

In 1964, capital investments were conti- 
nuously concentrated on the fields of mining 
industry and agriculture. 

Last year, 82 per cent of the total state 
capital investments were made in productive 
construction and 18 per cent in non-produc- 
tive construction. 

Capital investments in the field of mining 
industry rose by 22 per cent over the previ- 
ous year, and the share of capital invest- 
ments in the total industrial investments 
increased from 21 per cent in 1963 to 23 per 
cent in 1964. 

Capital investments in agriculture grew 
by 48 per cent,.and funds for irrigation and 
river-dyke projects out of the total invest- 
ments in the field of agriculture by 36 per 
cent. 

In 1964, in order to implement the Party 
line of industrializing the construction work, 
the prefab method was applied on a wide 
scale. 

Compared with the year before, the rate 
of prefab method rose by 13 per cent in in- 
dustrial construction and by 9 per cent in 
the construction of dwelling houses. 


During the past year, the work of runn- 
ing the country’s affairs better was vigorous- 
ly carried out. 

Last year, 110,000 jungbo of afforestation 
was carried out and 82,000 jungbo of forest 
of economic value was newly created. And 
more than 900 river improvement projects 
and embankment projects along the coasts 
were successfully carried on including the 
Chungchun River and Soonhwa River pro- 
jects. 


In 1964, the work of building the city of 
Pyongyang, the democratic capital, into a 
more magnificent and cultural one was suc- 
cessfully carried out. 


By the devoted labour struggle of the con- 
struction workers of Pyongyang the up-to- 
date Circus Theatre with a seating capacity 
of over 2,000 and modern multi-storied 
dwelling houses with a total floor space of 
342,000 square metres were completed. 


Last year, in Pyongyang the construction 
of educational and cultural establishments 
including the school building No.1 of 
Kim I] Sung University, the home of scien- 
ces, with a total floor space of 45,000 square 
metres, and the Documentary Film Studio 
with a total floor space of over 10,000 
square metres was successfully carried out. 

Recreation grounds including the Daisung 
Mountain and Reungra Island were rebuilt, 
and the river-dyke projects including the 
Moojinchun River and Hapjang River were 
successfully carried out. 


5. Collective Technical Innovation and 
Enhancement of Labour Productivity 


Launching a collective technical innova- 
tion drive on an extensive scale, the entire 
working people who rose to implement the 
Party’s call for greater production with the 
manpower and equipment available contin- 
uously expanded and developed the Chulli- 
ma workteam movement. 


By the end of the year, 3,220,000 workers, 
office employees, co-op farm members and 
students were in the Chullima workteam 
movement; more than 22,000 workteams 
with a membership of over 853,000 were 
awarded the title of Chullima Workteam, 266 
workteams won the title of Twice Chullima 
Workteam. 


The creative co-operation between scien- 
tists, technicians and workers in production 
became more intensified, and the level of 
skill of the working people enhanced, with 
the result that the movement for technical 
innovation, new suggestions, and rationaliza- 
tion was briskly pushed ahead. 

Last year 65,000 inventions and rationa- 
lization proposals were introduced into pro- 
duction and construction in the sphere of 
industry, and 6,300 in the fields of construc- 
tion and transport. 

Thanks to the extensive technical innova- 
tion movement in 1964 the per worker out- 
put value increased to 112 per cent in the 
domain of industry as against the previous 
year. 

Considerable progress was made in the 
nation-wide movement for economy in all 
fields of the national economy. 

In comparison with the previous year, 
consumption of power in producing one ton 
of caustic soda decreased by 95.3 per cent, 
carbide per ton of vinalon by 13 per cent, and 
cotton yarn per metre of fabrics by 7 per 
cent respectively. 

Through the enhancement of labour pro- 
ductivity and the intensified struggle for 
economy last year the production cost of 
industrial goods was reduced by 3 per cent 
compared with the previous year. 


6. Improvement in the People’s Material 
and Cultural Life 


Thanks to the popular policy of our Party 
and to the achievements attained in all 
spheres of the national economy, the peo- 
ple’s material and cultural standards rose 
still further. 

In 1964 the national income swelled 1.1- 
fold as against the previous year. And the 
average wages of workers and office em- 
ployees increased 2 per cent and the per 
household income 4 per cent. 


In order to realise a historic task of com- 
pletely freeing the co-op farmers from all 
taxation, strengthening the economic basis 
of co-op farms and of improving the liveli- 
hood of their members, last year the Party 
and Government exempted 643 co-op farms 
from all taxes-in-kind. Among them are co- 
op farms in all cities and counties in Jagang 
and Ryanggang Provinces, Sunkyo District 
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of Pyongyang, Hoichang and Sinyang coun- 
ties in South Pyungan Province, Sakjoo, 
Dongchang, and Byukdong counties in 
North Pyungan Province, Sinwon County in 
South Hwanghai Province, Rinsan and Yun- 
san counties in North Hwanghai Province, 
Bupdong, Sepo and Pyunggang counties in 
Kangwon Province, Jangjin, Daiheung, Soo- 
dong and Huchun counties in South Ham- 
gyung Province, Yunsa, Moosan and Rajin 
counties .and the Booryung District of 
Chungjin City in North Hamgyung Prov- 
ince and in some other counties and cities. 


Thus by the end of 1964, about a half 
of the entire number of co-op farms in the 
country were exempted completely from 
tax-in-kind. 

In addition to this, the Party and Gov- 
ernment freed the co-op farmers from pay- 
ing 100,720,000 won—the construction cost 
of modern farm houses financed by the 
state since 1961. And the Party and state 
cancelled the outstanding loans in the a- 
mount of 22,000,000 won for co-op farmers. 
The rapid increase in the production of 
consumer goods and a boom in the peo- 
ple’s purchasing power caused the volume 
of retail turnover to increase by 14 per 
cent in 1964 over the previous year. And 
the rise in the supply of major consumer 
goods compared with the previous year 
was as follows: ready-made clothes 16 per 
cent, underwear 17 per cent, hosiery and 
socks 21 per cent, footwear 22 per cent, 
sewing machines 25 per cent, radios 159 per 
cent, watches and clocks 199 per cent, fur- 
niture 86 per cent, soy sauce 8 per cent, 
bean paste 6 percent, fishes 4 per cent, 
confectionary 66 per cent, meat 13 per cent, 
and eggs 21 per cent. 

In 1964, great progress was made in the 
fields of education, culture, and public 
health. 

In order to train technical personnel in 
step with the rapid tempo in socialist con- 
struction, schools at all levels and their cur- 
riculums were reorganised in the field of 
education. 

In 1964, eighteen new agricultural colleges 
and schools were built, and the enrolment 
increased 3 per cent. 

With the implementation of the Party’s 
line of strengthening the work of bringing 
up technical personnel, last year there came 
out some 70,000 new technicians and ex- 
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perts. By the end of 1964, the total technici- 
ans and experts working in all spheres of 
the national economy numbered 290,000. 

As in previous years, in 1964 the Party 
and Government appropriated a huge sum 
of fund to provide seasonally uniforms to 
all, from kindergarteners to university stu- 
dents. 

Last year the Party and Government sent 
on three occasions altogether 806,700,000 
yen in Japanese currency, scholarships in- 
cluded, to aid the democratic national edu- 
cation of Korean children in Japan. 

In comparison with the previous year, in 
1964 the number of cimena facilities increa- 
sed 24 per cent, of which mobile projector’s 
teams grew 96 per cent.and the picture fa- 
cilities in co-op farms 65 per cent. Then 215 
new films including thirty feature films 
were produced. 

In 1964, public health and sanitary facili- 
ties were replenished, and improvement was 
to be noted in the prophylactic and thera- 
peutic work. 

Compared with the previous year, in 1964 
the number of hospitals and clinics was aug- 
mented by 2 per cent: the clinics in co-op 
farms increased 3 per cent, and the total 
number of hospital beds swelled by 5 per 
cent. 

In 1964, the number of kindergartens in- 
creased by 3 per cent and that of nurseries 
by 5 per cent respectively, and 1,495,000 
babies and children were accommodated. 


* * * 


The Korean people, displaying the revolu- 
tionary spirit of self-reliance, fulfilled the 
national economic plan for 1964. As a result, 
heavy industry was still more reinforced, 
light industry further strengthened, and the 
socialist rural economy entered upon the 
road of a new upsurge. | 

With the successful implementation of the 
national economic plan for 1964, the politi- 
cal and economic might and national defence 
capacity of our country got further reinfor- 
ced, a firm wherewithal was created to ful- 
fil the Seven-Year National Economic Plan, 
and a bright prospect was opened for the 
marked improvement in the people’s life. 

The successes scored in the course of the 
execution of the national economic plan last 
year manifest a great triumph of the line 


of building an independent national eco- 
nomy, the wise guidance of our Party that 
always organizes and leads the Korean peo- 
ple from one victory to another, and the 
unlimited creativeness of our people firmly 
rallied around the Party. 

The brilliant victory gained in the north- 
ern part of the country is a great inspiration 
to the South Korean people in their national 
salvation struggle against imperialism, who 
are in the depth of unprecedented sufferings 
under the misrule of U.S. imperialism and 


its lackeys, the Pak Jung Hi clique. 

Today, upholding the spirit of the resolu- 
tions of the Tenth Plenum of the Fourth 
Central Committee of the Workers’ Party 
of Korea and the ten-point tasks assigned 
to industry and agriculture, the entire 
working people rallied firmly around the 
Party Central Committee headed by Com- 
rade Kim I] Sung are making continued in- 
novation and continued advance to fulfil 
the Seven-Year National Economic Plan 
ahead of schedule. 
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CABINET DECISION NO. 63 ON EXEMPTING 
THE CO-OPERATIVE FARMS FROM 
CONSTRUCTION EXPENSES OF MODERN 
FARM HOUSES ALREADY BUILT 
AND FROM REPAYMENT 
OF GOVERNMENT LOANS 


December 28, 1964 


The “Theses on the Socialist Agrarian 
Question in Our Country” set forth a series 
of important measures for relieving burdens 
of the co-operative farms and the peasants 
and rendering them greater benefits relying 
on the might of the advanced industry and 
the firm foundation of the independent na- 
tional economy. 

‘To implement the tasks set forth in the 
“Theses on the Socialist Agrarian Question”, 
the Cabinet of the Democratic People’s Re- 
public of Korea decides as follows: 

1. Co-operative farm members will be ex- 
empted from construction expenses, in the 
amount of 100,720,000 won, of modern farm 
houses built by the Rural Construction Corps 
after their formation in 1961. 

2. Government loans given to the co-opera- 
tive farms for financing capital construction 
and farming by the end of September, 1963, 
in the amount of 21,906,000 won, shall be 
cancelled. 

To build and make available dwelling 


houses free of charge for co-operative far- 
mers and to relieve co-operative farms from 
repaying loans is another clear expression of 
the popular policy of the Workers’ Party of 
Korea and the government which regard the 
betterment of the people’s living as the sup- 
reme principle governing their activities. 

The Cabinet of the Democratic People’s 
Republic of Korea is deeply. convinced that 
the entire peasantry, immensely inspired by 
the warm solicitude of the Party and the 
government, will rapidly build up all the 
farm villages into socialist cultural ones and 
effect new innovations in agricultural pro- 
duction next year.

JOINT COMMUNIQUE ON THE RESULTS OF 
THE TALKS HELD BETWEEN THE 
GOVERNMENT DELEGATIONS OF THE 
DEMOCRATIC PEOPLE’S REPUBLIC OF 
KOREA AND THE REPUBLIC 
OF THE CONGO (B) 


A joint communique on the results of the talks held between the government delegations of 
the Democratic People’s Republic of Korea and the Republic of the Congo (B) was signed on 


January 5, 1965, in Pyongyang. 


Also signed were an agreement on scientific and technical co-operation between the two gov- 
ernments, an agreement on trade and payment and an agreement on economic and technical aid of 
the government of the D.P.R.K. to the government of the Republic of the Congo (B). 

The joint communique and agreements were signed by Vice-Premier Jung Joon Taik, leader of 
the government delegation of the Democratic People’s Republic of Korea, and by Matsika Aime, 
leader of the government delegation of the Republic of the Congo (B) and Minister of Civil En- 
gineering, Transport and Mining and Minister of Communications with Equatorial African Coun- 


tries. 
The joint communique is as follows: 


At the invitation of the Government of 
the Democratic People’s Republic of Korea, 
the Government Delegation of the Republic 
of the Congo (B) led by Matsika Aime, 
Minister of Civil Engineering, Transport and 
Mining and Minister of Communications 
with Equatorial African Countries, paid a 
friendly visit to the Democratic People’s Re- 
public of Korea from December 25, 1964, to 
January 6, 1965. 

During its stay in Korea the delegation 
visited factories, co-operative farms and so- 
cial and cultural establishments in Pyong- 
yang and the Hamheung districts, and 
everywhere it went it was warmly welcomed 
by the Korean people. 

Premier Kim Il Sung of the Democratic 
People’s Republic of Korea received the 
members of the government delegation of 
the Congo (B) led by Matsika Aime, and had 
a cardial talk with them. 


Such warm hospitality and welcome was 
a vivid expression of the fraternal friendship 
between the peoples of Korea and the Congo 
(B). 

During the stay, the government delega- 
tions of the Democratic People’s Republic 
of Korea and the Republic of the Congo (B) 
held talks and exchanged views on _ the 
questions of common concern. 

Taking part in the talks on the Korean 
side were Jung Joon Taik, Vice-Premier of 
the Democratic People’s Republic of Korea; 
Nam Choon Hwa, Director of the General 
Bureau for Economic Relations with Foreign 
Countries under the Cabinet; Kye Eung Tai, 
Vice-Minister of Foreign Trade; and Kim 
Byung Ho, Head of the Eighth Bureau of the 
Foreign Ministry. 

Taking part in the talks on the Congolese 
(B) side were Matsika Aime, Minister of 
Civil Engineering, Transport and Mining and 
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Minister of Communications with Equatorial 
African Countries of the Republic of the 
Congo (B); Oko Victor, Deputy to the Na- 
tional Assembly; Lounda Gean-Baptiste, 
economic expert; Malalou Alphonse, agri- 
cultural adviser to the Office of Prime 
Minister; Zyta-Aaron, adviser to the Minis- 
try of Civil Engineering, Transport and 
Mining; Bounsana Hilaire of the Ministry 
of Finance. 


In the talks held in a friendly and cordial 
atmosphere the government delegations of 
the Democratic People’s Republic of Korea 
and the Republic of the Congo (B) discussed 
the question of further developing the rela- 
tions of friendship and co-operation between 
Korea and the Congo (B), and on matters of 
common concern. Identity of views was 
reached on all questions discussed. 

Both sides warmly welcomed the establi- 
shment on December 24, 1964, of diplomatic 
relations between the two countries at am- 
bassadorial level as an event of epochal sig- 
nificance in further strengthening and de- 
veloping the solidarity and _ relations of 
friendship and co-operation between the 
peoples of the two countries in the strug- 
gle against imperialism and colonialism. 
They affirmed that it fully accorded with 
the interests of the two peoples and would 
contribute to the solidarity of the Asian and 
African peoples. Both sides agreed to further 
expand and develop such relations in all 
political, economic and cultural domains. 

The Congolese (B) side sincerely congra- 
tulated the Korean people upon their a- 
chievements made in socialist construction 
and in building an independent national 
economy under the leadership of the Work- 
ers’ Party of Korea and the Government 
of the Democratic People’s Republic of Ko- 
rea headed by Premier Kim Il Sung. 

The Congolese (B) side expressed its un- 
reserved support to the stand of the Gov- 
ernment of the Democratic People’s Repub- 
lic of Korea that the question of Korea’s 
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unification, the national aspiration of the 
entire Korean people, must be settled peace- 
fully by the Korean people themselves on 
a democratic basis without any foreign 
interference after making the U.S. army 
and all other foreign troops that occupy 
South Korea withdraw from there. 

The Korean side sincerely congratulated 
the Congolese (B) people on the enormous 
success the latter have scored in a little 
over one year in the struggle for building 
a national economy and a national culture 
under the leadership of the National Re- 
volutionary Movement Party of the Congo 
and the Government of the Republic of 
the Congo (B) headed by President Mas- 
samba-Debat after winning victory in the 
August Revolution in 1963. 

The Korean side evinced its full support 
to the Government of the Republic of the 
Congo (B) which is actively fighting against 
all forms of aggression of imperialism and 
old and new colonialism, for liberation and 
unity of Africa, for solidarity of Asian, 
African and Latin American peoples, and 
for peace.

Regarding the U.S.-led imperialists’ arm- 
ed aggression against the Leopoldville 
Congo as a provocation not only against 
the Congolese (L) people but also against 
Africa and a direct menace to world peace, 
both sides expressed militant solidarity 
with the patriotic people of the Congo (L)

JOINT COMMUNIQUE 
OF THE DEMOCRATIC PEOPLE'S 
REPUBLIC OF KOREA AND THE

A joint communique was signed in Dar-es-Salaam on January 14, 1965, between the Demo- 
cratic People’s Republic of Korea and the United Republic of Tanzania.

A goodwill delegation of the Democratic 
People’s Republic of Korea paid a visit to 
the United Republic of Tanzania from Ja- 
nuary 5 to 13, 1965. 


The delegation led by Kim Tai Hi, speci- 
al envoy of Premier Kim I] Sung, consisted 
of officials of the Ministry of Foreign Af- 
fairs including Jin Choong Kook, a depart- 
ment director. 


During their stay in Tanzania, they held 
talks with Minister of External Affairs 
Oscar Kambona. 


The talks covered the current questions 
of international significance, directing spe- 
cial attention to the struggle against colo- 
nialism and neo-colonialism. 

Both sides agreed that they co-ordinate 
their efforts all the more to assist the na- 
tional-liberation movement and promote 
the struggle for freedom. 


In the talks, the determination of the 
African states to achieve African unity 
through the Organisation of African Unity 
was hailed as an inspiring historic devel- 
opment and the very foundation for crush- 
ing the wild dreams of imperialism in 
Africa.

In the talks, both sides expressed that 
their sympathy was completely with the 
people of Asia who are struggling against 
imperialism to preserve independence and 
consolidate national unity. 


In this connection, it was noted with re- 
gret that Korea still remains divided. At 
the same time, hope was expressed that 
the Korean people themselves must solve 
the question of Korea’s unification. 


The Korean delegation was received by 
President Julius Nyerere of the United 
Republic of Tanzania at State House on 
Friday, January 8, 1965.

STATEMENT OF THE COMMITTEE FOR 
PEACEFUL UNIFICATION OF 
THE FATHERLAND 


On December 4, 1964, the Committee for Peaceful Unification of the Fatherland issued a 
statement in connection with the new schemes of the South Korean puppet clique to bar con- 
tinuously the way of unification under the pretext of “U.N. supervision”, repressing the people's 


wish. 
Following is the full text: 


Recently, in South Korea the voice of the 
public circles and popular masses demand- 
ing the unification of the fatherland and 
North-South intercourse and contacts is 
getting louder than ever before. 


The people of South Korea who have 
experienced the tragedy of national split 
for nearly 20 years and aspire after the 
earliest realization of unification demand 
urgently the country’s unification with par- 
ticular stress on exploring the way of uni- 
fication by Koreans themselves. 


On November 29, 1964, the South Ko- 
rean “national assembly” adopted post- 
haste a “resolution on the programme for 
unification of the country,” reaffirming its 
old, anti-popular stand of the so-called 
“general election under the U.N. supervi- 
sion’. The South Korean “national as- 
sembly” hastily adopted the “resolution” 
at the very moment when the people de- 
manded with fresh force the country’s unifi- 
cation without foreign interference and the 
liquidation of the artificial barrier by 
direct contacts and negotiation between 
North and South. Then what does the “re- 
solution” stand for? 

This is nothing but a criminal scheme of 
U.S. imperialism and its lackeys to sup- 
press in every way the ardent wish of the 
masses to put an early end to the tragedy 
of national split. At the same time, in their 
attempt to perpetuate the territorial divi- 
sion of the country they wish to stop the 
public and press circles from discussing 
extensively to find a way of unification 
without outside interference. 


As is known to all, the question of unifi- 
cation of our country is a question of our 
nation. It is a question that we Korean peo- 
ple must solve, a question of our nation’s 
internal affairs, in which no outside inter- 
ference can be tolerated. 


Why should we solve the question of our 
nation on the strength of outside force? 

Those who maintain that the question of 
Korea’s unification must be left to the Uni- 
ted Nations are in reality against unifica- 
tion, though they might give a lip service 
to it. Because “U.N. supervision” is no more 
than a smokescreen for justifying U.S. ag- 
gression and enslavement. 


We Korean people know too well through 
our bitter experience what the U.N. “su- 
pervision” and interference would bring 
on us. 

U.S. imperialism, under the cloak of the 
U.N., set up a puppet government in South 
Korea to split our country, then it has per- 
petrated bestial armed aggression against 
the Korean people. 


Under the name of the U.N., U.S. imperi- 
alism occupied South Korea and has pur- 
sued a colonial enslavement policy trampl- 
ing underfoot and vilifying everything na- 
tional, and brought about an extreme crisis 
and confusion in all spheres of the life of 
society. And the people are deprived of all 
democratic rights and freedom—freedom 
of work and existence and even freedom of 
pondering over, speaking about, and acting 
for the fate of the fatherland. 

The United Nations interference in inter- 
nal affairs of various nations has produced 
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the same situation in different parts of the 
world as in Korea. 

The whole world is witnessing what si- 
tuation has been created in the Congo 
(Leopoldville) as a result of the U.N. inter- 
vention. 

Thanks to the U.S. interference and ag- 
gression committed in the name of the 
U.N., the lawful government of the Congo 
was subverted, and its leader was cruelly 
murdered, and national sovereignty is 
wantonly violated, and tens of thousands of 
the Congolese people demanding freedom 
are being barbarously slaughtered. 

The U.N., a shield for U.S. aggression on 
Korea and belligerent in the Korean war, 
has no right, none whatsoever, to say any- 
thing about the Korean question. Nor does 
it have any moral authority. 

The Committee for Peaceful Unification 
of the Fatherland roundly condemn with 
burning indignation and solemnly indict 
the South Korean puppet clique for its 
shameful country-selling schemes to quench 
the aspiration of the popular masses for 
the country’s unification and to continu- 
ously block the road to it pleading the so- 
called U.N. supervision. 

As for the question of Korea’s unification, 
there is only one way, that of unifying the 
country by the Korean people themselves 
free from outside interference. 

No one but the traitors, who are ready to 
do every traitorous act if it is for one’s 
fame and glory, would welcome subjuga- 
tion to alien forces. 

The heinous traitor Pak Jung Hi clique 
deadly opposed to the country's unification 
which the people want and defying the re- 
solute opposition of the popular masses, are 
determined to wind up at any cost the 
criminal “South Korea-Japan talks’. And 
now they bend the knees all the more to 
the aggressors, the enemy of the Korean 
people. 

With little hesitation the Pak Jung Hi 
clique put on the block questions related 
to the interests of the entire nation, ready 
to bargain away. the blood shed by our 
people nearly half a century in the past 
for a few dollars. They are even to sell 
away Dokda‘ Island, the territory of the 
country, and South Korean fishing grounds, 
the lifeline of the South Korean fishermen. 


‘The Pak: Jung Hi clique, who are deadly 
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set against the country’s unification by the 
Koreans, following the U.S. policy of Ko- 
rea’s division, are working mad to realize 
their criminal aim of turning South Korea 
into a double colony of U.S. and Japanese 
imperialism, and of perpetuating the split 
of the country. 

Today our compatriots who should be 
devoting their energies and talents to pros- 
perity of the fatherland and nation are 
being sold to plantation owners and capi- 
talists of faraway strange lands under the 
label of “emigration”... Only such traitors 
as Pak Jung Hi and his like can commit 
such crimes. No one can dare to conduct 
such country-selling and treacherous deeds 
except Pak Jung Hi, the faithful dog of the 
Japanese militarists, later a special U.S. 
agent. Now he feels new attraction for the 
embrace of Japanese militarism, his old 
master. 


Only such traitors are trying in every 
way to bar the country’s unification, car- 
rying some outside forces on their backs. 

All this testifies to the fact that only the 
path of unification without outside inter- 
ference is the most just and patriotic one. 
Therefore, the Workers’ Party of Korea 
and the Government of the Republic have 
firmly and consistently adhered to the prin- 
ciple of realizing the country’s unification 
by the Koreans without alien interference. 

The question of Korea’s unification should 
be solved certainly by the Korean people 
themselves. 


Our people have a time-honoured history 
and a brilliant culture. We are a resource- 
ful, brave, and civilized nation. Our people 
are a proud people who have lived in a 
country of their own for thousands of 
years. Why should, then, in ‘the latter half 
of the 20th century we be under other’s 
control and bear other’s interference, the 
worst of all, the outrages of the Yankees, 
the offspring of the black pirates? 


The U.S. aggressive troops who occupy 
South Korea under the name of the U.N. 
must immediately withdraw, and the coun- 
try must be unified by the Koreans, allow- 
ing no outside interference, through a free 
all-Korea election based on democratic 
principles. 

The Korean people must not and can not. 
tolerate any outside interference in their 


endeavours to solve questions of their own 
affair. 

The Committee for Peaceful Unification 
of the Fatherland ardently appeals to. our 
fellow countrymen, brothers and _ sisters 
and all the patriots to resolutely expose 
and smash the criminal schemes of the 
south Korean ruling circles who are trying 
to suppress the urgent desire of the masses 
for the country’s unification and to force, 
as ever, the people along the road of reli- 
ance upon outside forces, a road of nation- 
al ruin. : 


It-also urges them to fight more stub- 
bornly and more vigorousiy for hastening 
the country’s unification by the Koreans. 
They must, above all, wage an extensive 
social movement for restoring the national 
links, opening mutual intercourse and co- 
operation and realizing contact and nego- 
tiation between North and South. 


The entire people should pool their 
strength to create an atmosphere for the 
country’s unification, all the forces of the 
country be mustered to solve the most 
urgent question of unification by Koreans, 
the supreme task of the nation of thirty 
million. This is a question that brooks no 
delay in solving. 

Proceeding from this, the Committee 
solemnly declares that we are fully ready 
to welcome and accept any proposal if it is 


for solving the question of unifying the 
fatherland by the Koreans without any 
foreign interference. 

No question would be too difficult for 
us to solve, if we negotiate and discuss, 
basing ourselves on the principle of not 
allowing any outside interference. 


If the patriotic forces of North and South 
Korea that desire to achieve unification by 
the Koreans pool their strength and fight, 
we can accomplish the unification of the 
country and discharge the historic mission 
assigned to this generation. 


The historical lessons vividly show what 
the final fate of the arch traitors, who de- 
pend upon alien forces, would be. The dev- 
eloping world events are turning in favour 
of the masses who are struggling for inde- 
pendence, sovereignty, and national libera- 
tion against the foreign invaders. 


We must hold higher the banner of anti- 
U.S., national salvation struggle in order 
to solve our question by ourselves and to 
carve out our fate for ourselves. 


For certain, the struggle of the entire 
Korean people desirous of unification by 
the Koreans without foreign interference 
will tear down the North-South barrier and 
realize the country’s unification.
